years, rather than exposing the individual to an over¬ 
whelming expenditure during his period of illness. As Dr. 
"McGugan observed, it is difficult to enthuse people over 
the ide'a of budgetting for illness, especially anyone else’s 
illness. They enjoy budgetting for a new car or a holiday 
trip, but to save for insurance against a calamity which 
may possibly not overtake them, of If it does, w»H be dis¬ 
tinctly unpleasant, does not strike a popular note. He 
pointed out, however, that few families go through life 
without some very heavy and expensive siege of illness, 
and those who do escape, might well regard the yearly toll 
| for health insurance in a philosophical spirit. 

It is worth noting that the scheme of State Health in- 
| surance as formulated, is no charity scheme. It is not de¬ 
signed for emergency service, during hard tiqies but as a 
permanency. And because it is no policy of something 
for nothing, it is the more worthy of consideration for the 
future. I^is recognized that the present conditions are 
not ideal. Medical services are carried either by the indi¬ 
vidual whom unkind fate has visited, by the municipality 
or by the professional and hospital bodies giving the ser¬ 
vice; entirely too often by the doctors. 

If" the plan does not make immediate appeal, it is "Itbt 
through lack of sympathy with the-principle, so much as 
a lack of income to carry ^uch insurance. Payments are 
based flatly on income earners, not varied in relation to 
the size of income or wage received. The state carries 
2-bths in all instances and circumstances. The employer 
carries two-ninths, the employee five-ninths and in case 
of private industry, the individual carries seven-ninths. 

The one and only reason that might react against a 
ready acceptance of the scheme is the low average wage 
in Alberta. At the moment quite a proportion of the 
wages can be called so only by courtesy. Employers are 
just struggling alopg with very small margin. Salaries of 
many good competent men range round $75 a month, 
young people are quite lucky to have jobs at $50 or $65 a 
month, and many partially employed at considerably, less 
The whole wage scale is so low and farm incomes are so 
low, that the general disposition seems to be to ‘‘take a 
chanc^J” or as it happens very frequently to let the doc¬ 
tors take a chance. ,

Although as yet this chain ofLyetrfh has evolved no 
specific policy which can be laid out as, a “platform” in 
application to Canada’s social and economic position, it 
is based on four primary principles. The first of these is 
the supremacy of human values over material \alues. It 
has of course been the general submission to money val¬ 
ues, which has defrauded the young people of this period, 
of their right to enter and advance in a congenial life 
work or to establish homes and families. The dominance 
of money overhangs every individual life and if the young 
people through association and study can arrive at some 
scheme of living which will remove the maS3»s from this 
unwilling slavery, they will be.well on the way to a more 
Christian Canada. Their principle of goodwill, is prac¬ 
ticed in the units through continual intercourses and friend 
ship with young people of all nationalities. Within the 
boundaries of Canada are representatives of all nations 
Whose interests are identical and whose resnoosn tn life 
ind life’s problems is similar. Acquaintanceships amongst 
these people will go far to create an understanding of 
those in foreign countries and an appreciation of their 
characters. 

Service before selfishness and the actual practice of the 
Golden Rule are two other basic principles of the Youth 
Movement, and to practice these honestly and conscien¬ 
tiously will take all the time and courage of any individ¬ 
ual, young or old. It is doubtful if the young people will 
draw any great inspiration from the examples set by 
many-of their elders. It is through deeds not “lip ser¬ 
vice” yiat tlie motivating influences of man are revealed. 
The air is full of words which mean nothing unless back¬ 
ed by' action. But at least there is more honest self-search 
ing amongst the rank and file of human beings today than 
a decade ago.

Prof. E. H. Strickland, provincial 
entomologists anticipates a continu¬ 
ance of the grasshopper plague in 
1935 unless unforseen conditions 
develop. Speaking to the furmers at 
the Calgary short course he warned 
that they would probably be as num¬ 
erous as in 1934. 

Basing his remarks 0 n the annual 
survey conducted by the Dominion 
government, Prof. Strickland said 
that where grasshoppers had been 
numerous last year they would prob¬ 
ably reappear again in increasing 
numbers.
